The 
report contradicted an earlier one from 
the Department of Public Safety that a 
sniper had shot out a windshield of a 
patrol car in the motorcade. 


The safety department

Jim Robinson, reporting from state 
headquarters in Austin, said the shot 
was fired near Texas Highway 114 at 
O'Connor Road near the city limits of 
Dallas and Irving, a suburb. 


Newsmen monitoring local police ra- 


dio broadcasts said reports indicated 
the shot was fired from a construction 
site where a number of bulldozers were 
parked.

days of testimony. Ehrlichman, until 
last April 30 White House domestic af- 
fairs chief, is to testify in his own be- 
half Monday, but his lawyers began his 
case with lesser witnesses Friday. 


At the close of the prosecution's case, 


Gesell said he may dismiss one of the 
five counts against Ehrlichman even if 
the jury returns a guilty verdict. 


Ehrlichman is charged with lying 


during an FBI interview last spring, 
and Gesell has said he doubts the con- 
stitutionality of the federal perjury law 
as applied to statements by FBI 
agents. 


The statements are based upon inter- 


views with defendants with no one else 
present as in court or grand jury testi- 
mony. 


While indicating reservations about 


the charge, Gesell denied motions by 
defense attorneys requesting that all 
charges against Ehrlichman be dis- 
missed. 


Among the witnesses on Friday was 


Dr. Bernard Malloy, of the CIA's medi- 
cal support division, whose usual task 
is to prepare psychiatric profiles on 
foreign leaders.

SHEBOYGAN FALLS, Wis. (AP) - 


Four members of a Sheboygan Falls 
family were shot to death Friday about 
an hour after one of the victims calmly 
purchased a .38 caliber revolver in Ma- 
nitowoc. 


The pistol salesman said his cus- 


tomer had spoken of shooting alley 
cats. Police Chief Jacob J. Hermann 
described the shootings as three homi- 
cides and a suicide. 


Hermann said Dale A. Bennin, 31, a 


painter employed by a Manitowoc boat 
company, evidently shot his estranged 
wife and her parents, then used the 
weapon on himself. 


Hermann said the pistol was pur- 


chased for about $60 at a Manitowoc 
sportings good store. 


"He also bought 50 rounds of ammu- 


nition," the chief said. Then "he came 
directly to our city, and this is the end 
result." 


Slain in the home of Willard Van Ou- 


werkerk were Van Ouwerkerk, 69; his 
wife, Valerie, 65, and their daughter, 
Helen Bennin, 28. 


Mrs. Bennin had gone home to her 


parents earlier in the week. Police said 
they were summoned by a neighbor 
who saw Bennin trying to break in to 
the dwelling where his wife had taken 
their daughters, Heidi, 8, and Michelle, 
6. 


Neither youngster was injured in th. 


shootings. 


Earl C. Kugler said Bennin pur- 


chased the revolver from his sporting 
goods shop, which is about two blocks 
from the Bennin home. 


"He seemed just as normal as if he 


were buying bait," the salesman re- 
lated. 


Bennin told him he needed the pistol 


to shoot cats that roam the neighbor- 
hood, Kugler said. 


The pistol was described as an inex- 


pensive import, or at least not as ex- 
pensive as some American-made hand- 
guns. 


Kugler said he sells lots of weapons, 


and lots of ammunition to hunters who 
are awake early in the day. But Ben- 
nin's 5:45 a.m. handgun purchase was 
unusually early, he said. 


A Sheboygan Falls police sergeant 


said Mrs. Bennin had told authorities 
she had left her husband and asked 
them to keep watch on her parents' 
home. 


Police were called to the scene by 


Charles Bollenbacher, a neighbor who 
told of seeing a man run toward the 
house with a pistol and break in after 
shooting a door lock.

RACINE. Wis. (AP) - Tavern owner Robert Sucharda, 


like many other bartenders, has always thought of himself as 
a poor man's psychiatrist. 


But now he has a framed diploma on the wall of his 


neighborhood bar, Bob's Tap, to prove it. 


Sucharda got his diploma along with a dozen other 


bartenders this week from the Racine County Mental Health 
Association under a new program to teach barmen to help 
disconsolate drinkers who cry in their beer. 


"A lot of people drink when they have problems," said 


Sucharda, 52, a bartender for 24 years. "And they usually talk 
to the bartender, telling him their troubles. But now I know 
what to do about it." 


The program, the brainchild of Dr. Wendell Hunt of the 


Milwaukee County Mental Health Foundation, trains 
bartenders to recognize what kind of problems iheir babbling 
drinkers have. 


Moreover, it gives them a knowledge of where people can 


go to get help. 


For instance, program director Ruth Wayland of Racine 


said, the bartender can gently guide his patrons to public 
agencies offering aid for medical, emotional, juvenile, 
financial and alcoholism problems. 


"We're not trying to teach bartenders to become armchair 


psychiatrists," said Mrs. Wayland. "We teach them how to 
listen. They're not supposed to analyze problems or anything 


like that." 


She said bartenders in the program are taught to tell what 


kind of difficulties a person is having from the dnft of 
conversation, and then casually offer to send them 
somewhere for help. 


"We don't push it," said Sucharda. "There are times when 


a guy isn't going to want you to butt into his business. They 
have to want help themselves. A lot of people just don't know 
where to go, and that's where we come in." 


Mrs. Wayland said the bartenders in the pilot program 


underwent a three-phase training period centering on what 
to do about legal, psychiatric and alcoholism woes. 


Dr. E. W. Belter, who guided the bartenders' training 


period at the Racine County Alcoholism Treatment Center, 
said they are the logical choice for helping people who don't 
know where to turn. 


"Fate has placed tavern keepers in the position of hearing 


these cries for help, often from people who wouldn't be there 
in the first place if they knew where to turn," he said. 


Hunt, who plans to start a similar program in Milwaukee's 


inner city, said bartenders can be particularly helpful to 
persons in lower socio-economic groups. 


"Studies show that ministers and bartenders have the most 


contact with inner city residents," he said. "Ministers are 
trained to help the people who go to church, so why shouldn't 
bartenders be trained to help those who go to bars?"

Judiciary panel members 
receive labor donations 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Labor unions 


have donated $13,355 in campaign 
funds to eight members of the House 
Judiciary Committee since it began its 
impeachment inquiry, with 30 per cent 
of it coming from the pro-Nixon Team- 
sters union. 


Campaign finance reports show that 


only three of the 38 members have re- 
ceived more than $1,000 from labor 
unions since last October. All three re- 
ceived money both from unions favor- 
ing impeachment and from the anti-im- 
peachment Teamsters. 


Critics have suggested that the im- 


peachment proceedings might be un- 
fairly influenced by the AFL-CIO, 
whose leaders have called for Nixon's 
ouster. The AFL-CIO usually donates 
heavily to Democratic congressional 
campaigns. 


A study of campaign finance reports 


shows that the AFL-CIO itself had do- 
nated no money to any member of the 
impeachment panel since the inquiry 
started.

Ex-CIA agent traveled to Cuba 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A former employe of the 


Central Intelligence Agency made three trips to 
Cuba after becoming disenchanted with the CIA, 
which led the agency to rearrange some of its 
Western Hemisphere operations, an official source 
says. 


The agent quit the CIA more than five years ago 


and apparently was not unhappy with the agency at 
the time of his departure, the source said. 


But subsequently the CIA learned that he was 


"determined to do, say or write things to expose 
agency activities," the source said. After the 
former agent became disgruntled with the agency, 
he made three trips to Havana, the source said. 


"The presumption is that he was very forth- 


coming in Havana, and that Havana was very 
forthcoming with Moscow," the source said. 


The dates of the trips to Havana could not be 


determined, nor could it be learned whether the CIA 
had independently determined whether the 
ex-agent supplied Cuban officials with information 
about agency operations. 


But the source said, "When the contact was 


discovered, those things that he knew about the 
agency were looked at very hard and defensive 
measures were taken." 


In comments on a report issued by Sen. Howard 


H. Baker Jr., R-Tenn., earlier this week, the CIA 
indicated that it attempted "to terminate projects 
and move assets subject to compromise" as a result 
of the incident. 


In CIA terminology, assets refer to people under 


cover, or firms or institutions which volunteer, 
contract or have been set up to help the agency 
around the world. 


On Wednesday night, the same source had said 


that the disgruntled agent was believed to have 
given information to a Soviet intelligence agent two 
years ago. On Friday night, the source said that that 
was an error and that there had been no contact with 
a Soviet agent.

Weapon 
burglary 
smooth 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - Authorities 


were investigating the possibility today 
that inside information was available to 
burglars who took more than 100 weap- 
ons and thousands of rounds of ammu- 
nition from a California Army National 
Guard armory in suburban Compton. 


"I've been a cop 10 years and I 


worked in burglary for three years and 
I've never seen a more professional 
job," Compton police Sgt. Cliff Smith 
said. "They had that place covered like 
a blanket. They knew exactly what to 
do, where to go and what to take. There 
was no wasted effort." 


He said the burglars appeared to 


have just the right equipment to ac- 
complish their job. "Nothing inside the 
armory was used to get where they 
were going," Smith told a reporter 
Friday night. 


Authorities said they had no hard 


leads on who was responsible for the 
theft while the armory was not 
guarded, some time between Wednes- 
day morning and Thursday night. In- 
vestigators said they also were study- 
ing the possibility that the theft was 
engineered by a terrorist organization. 


The investigation by police, the FBI 


and the California Military Department 
included checking fingerprints taken at 
the scene and contacting armament 
stores and truck leasing companies. 


Military authorities listed the stolen 


weapons and ammunition as: 96 M16 
rifles; seven M60 machine guns; eight 
M79 grenade launchers; one ,45-caliber 
automatic pistol and 156 bayonets; 
3,360 rounds of 5.56mm M16 bullets; 
1,000 rounds of 7.62mm machine gun 
bullets; 45 rounds of .45-caliber bul- 
lets; 40 grenades; 16 smoke grenades; 
100 riot grenades and 75 gas masks. 


National Guard officials estimated 


the loss at $22.686.59. M16 rifles cost 
the government $142 each, M60 ma- 
chine guns S578 and M79 grenade 
launchers $222. A ,45-cal. pistol costs 
$57, the bayonets were valued at $702, 
the ammunition at $405.10, the gre- 
nades at $866.24 and the gas masks at 
$1,202.25 


Federal sources say M16 rifles are 


selling on the black market for $300 to 
$600 each, and M60 machine guns sell 
for more than $1,000. 


The thieves left virtually no usable 


firearms at the armory, an investigator 
said. 


National Guard spokesmen said the 


firing pins and bolt assemblies for the 
M16 rifles, the M60 machine guns and 
the M79 grenade launchers were stored 
at Camp Roberts near San Luis Obispo, 
200 miles north. To make the weapons 
operable, the parts would have to be re- 
placed. 


If operable, the material taken could 


fully equip an army combat company, 
an FBI agent said.

"It's good news to us," said Watson 


Whiteside, sales manager for Air Wis- 
consin. "We believe the decision consti- 
tutes a landmark case for local commu- 
nity support for frequent commuter 
airline service. 


"We appreciate the community sup- 


port for the separation of air markets 
for this will be an asset to the correct 
routing of inbound air freight and pas- 
senger service," Whiteside said.

Co., Menomonee Falls, is accused of 
giving Klein a 10 per cent kickback on 
all orders the company received from 
the City of Menasha while Klein served 
four terms as mayor between 1960 and 
1969. 


During the preliminary hearing 


Tuesday before Winnebago County 
Judge Thomas Williams, attorney Jo- 
seph Balistrieri, Milwaukee, who is 
representing Youse, objected to the tes- 
timony from three former Del sales- 
men on the grounds that the six-year 
statute of limitations had expired. 


Asst. Atty. Gen. Grant C. Johnson ob- 


jected to the four-week delay, suggest- 
ing that he could prepare the state's 
case within a week and argued that the 
preliminary hearing should be re- 
sumed at that time. 


Balistrieri pointed out that he did not 


plan to call any witnesses on July 31 
(the date for resumption of the hear- 
ing). He said Youse has a busy sched- 
ule and four weeks would be more ac- 
ceptable. 


In testimony Tuesday, three former 


Del salesmen — Paul Des Jardins, also 
a former executive vice president who 
now owns his own chemical company, 
Wallace Flaherty and William Maxwell 
— recounted how they had followed 
"company policy" by making sure they 
"took care of the mayor (Klein)" on ev- 
ery trip to Menasha. 


Des Jardins said his first exposure 


came on a trip to Menasha with Youse 
shortly atfer he started with Del. He 
testified that he and Youse visited 
Klein in his Mennsha City Hall office 
fnd delivered anf envelope, which he 


said contained money. 


After that first time, he delivered $50 


to Klein on at least three trips to Men- 
asha and was reimbursed through his 
expense account with Del, he said. 


Flaherty explained that the standard 


Del operating procedure was to offer a 
"door opener" gift, such as a penknife 
or letter opener, before evaluating a po- 
tential 
customer's 
chemical 
needs. 


When an order was received, the per- 
son giving it was given a "premium." 


"There was a clear understanding 


that if there was no order, there was no 
premium, " he said. 


Maxwell, who had served as Del sales 


training director before being assigned 
a territory (which included Menasha) 
in mid-1968, said it was "understood 
that of my business I wrote in Men- 
asha, I paid the mayor 10 per cent. 


He also identified copies of a pair of 


$100 checks written on his (Maxwell's) 
personal account and made out to 
Klein. One was dated Nov. 19, 1968, and 
the other, Jan. 20, 1969. By the spring 
of 1969, Maxwell said he stopped call- 
ing on Menasha because "I was losing 
money going in there. I just couldn't 
make out," he said. 


Klein also was called to the stand and 


testified that he had received checks 
and money from Del salesman and re- 
called a time in 1969 when he stopped 
off at the Del plant to see Youse and 
was given "$35 or $40." He remem- 
bered 
Youse mentioning, "it could 


have been more if Menasha had not 
sent back about $600 worth of chem- 
icals."

cussed going to court seeking an order 
for strict enforcement of the trailer or- 
dinance, but the group's attorney, Rob- 
ert Swain, explained today that the 
plan was dropped.

"Ordinance violations are just ramp- 


ant over there," Swain commented. He 
was critical of the carnival trailer 
parking and what he charged were lit- 
tering, noise, inadequate and unsafe 
parking and property trespassing in 
the park area. 


"This has ultimately produced the 


tensions and a very unsatisfactory situ- 
ation for residents," Swain explained. 


He said his clients are prepared to 


present their position to city officials 
next week. 


Kunitz said police were called about 


several violations in the park area 
Wednesday and Thursday, and that the 
complaint calls would continue.

Outagamie County will be back in 


court by the end of next week, this time 
over the definition of the word "elect." 


A declaratory judgment 
will be 


sought from Circuit Court Judge Gor- 
don Myse on the issue which could have 
far-reaching implications on the ques- 
tion of appointive powers for a county 
executive. 


The suit has been brought by County

The statute 
outlining the duties and powers of the 
executive give him all "appointive" 
powers formerly held by the county 
board and board chairman. Woehler 
has argued this means he appoints 
wherever the statutes say a position is 
to be filled by election by the county 
board. 


By coincidence, the five names sub- 


mitted by Woehler for appointment to 
the board of social services were the 
same five that were elected by the 
county board. 


The declaratory 
judgment was to 


have been mutually sought by Woehler 
anrj Higgins, with Schuh drawing up 
the papers, to clear up the appointment 
question which involves not only the 
board of social services, but also the 
unified health board, institution 
trustees and county highway commis- 
sioner.

has itching in the genital region. What 
will happen to her if she continues this 
way? 


She has your booklet on "Diabetes, 


The Sneaky Disease." She won't go to 
the doctor for her checkup because she 
has gained so much weight. 


Please explain her future as she 


reads your articles every day. We love 
her and want her to live. — Mrs 
A.F.P. 


Explain her future? What future? 


The way she's behaving, she .hasn't 
much future, and what there is w™ be 
laden with misery. 


She's an extreme example of the type 


of person who won't admit the facts of 
diabetes. Why this applies particularly 
to diabetes, I don't know. 


Taking insulin doesn't mean she can 


eat all she wants. It is absolutely vital 
that she consume no sugar as in confec- 
tions, and keep her calorie intake 
down. The insulin can counterbalance 
only so much sugar. 


Her gain in weight, that enormous 


thirst and her genital itching are clas- 
sic and unmistakable signs that her di- 
abetes is raging out of control — be- 
cause she eats too much. 


The trouble with her eyes most likely 


indicates that the disease is damaging 
her eyes — because diabetes, uncon- 
trolled, does that. She must start stick- 
ing to a sane diet and perhaps she can 
save her eyes. 


You say she has my booklet on diabe- 


tes. Apparently she hasn't read it — or 
if she did, she is utterly ignoring it. 
Have you considered reading it to her? 
It might help, if she'l! listen. 


As to whether I can help her, nobody

tions. However, 14 have been declined 
by the first congregations in which 
they were slotted and told they have 
been properly certified by synodical of- 
ficials. 


Congregations which are calling and 


ordaining Seminex graduates are doing 
so on the basis of an article in the sy- 
nodical constitution which states that 
synodical rulings and bylaws are not 
binding on congregations if they feel 
them to be inexpedient for their local 
situation. 


Efforts by Seminex candidates got a 


boost from several district conven- 
tions: 


— The 
Florida-Georgia 
District 


urged its congregations to accept Semi- 
nex graduates, if they feel it appro- 
priate. 


— The Colorado, English, California- 


Nevada New England, Atlantic, East- 
ern and Northwest districts have 
voiced strong support for and openness 
to Seminex graduates. 


In the Eastern District, the delegates 


resolved to ordain and install those who 
have accepted calls to the district. The 
delegates said the names should "be 
placed on the clergy roster as members 
in good standing." 


The vote supporting Seminex people, 


however, was not as strong, or not at 
all, in some districts. 


— The 
Minnesota South District 


filled its district offices with an- 
nounced conservatives. It did pass a 
resolution, however, asking that a 
statement of scriptural and confessio- 
nal principles, which President Jacob 
Preus has been using as a test for doc- 
trinal orthodoxy, not be used as a stan- 
dard, and that no one should be asked 
to sign it. 


— The Indiana District moderates 


tried hard to unseat the conservatives, 
but failed. While no exceptionally con- 
troversial 
resolutions were passed, 


there was little question of where the 
voters would have stood if one had 
cropped up. 


— The Texas District found itself 


split almost down the middle. A resolu- 
tion which would have called for the 
placement of Seminex graduates in the 
district was ruled out of order. It sup- 
ported the principle of congregational 
autonomy. 


Throughout the entire month of dis- 


trict conventions, while delegates were 
deciding whether to accept Seminex 
graduates, one church, Villa Park, 111., 
was already ordaining a man to the 
ministry from the controversial institu- 
tion. 


David Gunderlach, called to serve a 


congregation in New York, became the 
first Seminex graduate to be ordained. 
His ordination was sanctioned by the 
officials of both districts — where he 
was ordained and where he will serve.

The Rev. Dr. Wallace E. Fisher, pas- 


tor of Trinity Lutheran Church in Lan- 
caster, Pa., was Marshall's leading 
challenger. 


He had charged the incumbent with 


running the Lutheran Church in Amer- 
ica in a closed, impersonal, managerial 
fashion. He said he would strengthen 
the president's leadership role in ad- 
dressing social and political problems 
if elected. 


When the two men spoke before the 


second ballot, Marshall said there is no 
need for the church to "copy the politi- 
cal methods that exist in some other or- 
ganizations." 


The schism within the church's sister 


denomination, the Missouri Synod, has 
surfaced at the convention. An effort to 
withdraw a speaking invitation to a sy- 
nod official failed, but the convention 
voted unanimously Thursday to allow 
one or more representatives of the 
Evangelical Lutherans in Mission, a 
group of rebellious synod members, to 
speak. 


The president of the nation's third 


largest Lutheran group, the American 
Lutheran Church, also has been invited 
to speak.

The chaplain was the Rev. Court- 


ney E. Peterson, a 41-year-old Pro- 
testant chaplain with three theo- 
logical degrees. 


"Retardation is a measure of 


cognitive awareness," he ex- 
plained. 


"But many retarded persons 


have feelings and emotional sensi- 
tivity as great as those with normal 
awareness. Our approach is to ap- 
peal to the parts of a person that 
are not retarded. 


Peterson's colleagues at Pacific 


are the Rev. Patrick J. Crowley 
and Rabbi Eugene Gruenberger. 
All three use a lot of music, singing 
and handclapping in their services. 


Crowley, a Catholic priest, is 36, 


and celebrates mass with an em- 
phasis on Jesus as "a trusting 


friend." He scraps the recitation of 
long prayers and instead says the 
Lord's prayer, stopping inter- 
mittently to let his parishioners fill 
in key words. He calls the liturgy a 
form of therapy — "an occasion of 
joy, praise, laughter, giving and 
receiving.:""My first Sunday here 
was nerve-wracking," he said. "I 
was scared and then I began to see 
them as persons and to communi- 
cate with them." Chaplains in the 
state's mental hospitals say they 
see their role as an integral part of 
a patient's treatment. A study at 
Pacific showed about 600,000 people 
in California are retarded — about 
3 per cent of the population.

Next Archbishop of Canterbury 
starting to make his views known 


YORK, England (AP) - Inflation is 


draining away the wealth of the Church 
of England, but this enforced poverty 
may lead to spiritual enrichment, the 
next Archbishop of Canterbury said 
today. 


Dr. Donald Coggan, the present 


Archbishop of York who succeeds Dr. 
Michael Ramsey in November as spiri- 
tual leader of the church and of the 
worldwide Anglican Communion, cited 
a newspaper editorial that said Britain 
is facing an "inflationary disaster." 


"These are grave and weighty words, 


and we neglect them at our peril," he 
told the General Synod of the church at 
the opening of its summer session. 


"That the church in the coming years 


will be stripped of much of its posses- 
sions through the exigencies of the eco- 
nomic situation is almost certain. But 
must this be regarded as an unmiti- 
gated disaster? 


"Could it not be a case of God strip- 


ping His church for action? May it not 
be a means of revelation, a call to hear 
what the spirit is saying to the 


churches?" 


The archbishop decried selfishness, 


the lack of a sense of vocation in many 
jobs, and "an educational system 
which overdevelops the acquisitive and 
competitive instinct, rather than elicit- 
ing the wide variety of gifts which can 
be found in any given classroom full of 
children." 


A number of churches in England 


have had to sell their gold and silver 
plate in recent months, both to main- 
tain their parish work and the church 
buildings. The treasures are legacies 
and selling them has caused much con- 
troversy.

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Thailand 
police guard 
key station 


BANGKOK, Thailand (AP) - Police 


armed with rifles took up positions 
again today around a key police station 
in Bangkok's Chinatown following 
three days of violence that left 28 per- 
sons dead. 


The police moved into the streets, al- 


leys and a nearby Buddhist temple, 
and officers with megaphones warned 
citizens with no business in the Plab- 
plachai police station area to leave. 


The officers moved during the early 


afternoon. The street fighting between 
heavily armed Chinese youths and Thai 
police had tapered off at dawn after 
reinforced police units chased young 
gunmen through the streets during the 
night and made more than 80 arrests. 
There has been long-simmering resent- 
ment between the Chinese and Thai po- 
lice. 


Two politically powerful student 


groups, the National Student Center of 
Thailand and the People for Demo- 
cracy, issued a joint appeal to the pub- 
lic for information on the causes of the 
rioting. 


Premier Sanya Thammasak has 


claimed there was nothing political 
about the rioting. 


He told newsmen Friday that two 


Chinese motorcycle gangs 
— "The 


Eagles" and "The Dragons" — bore 
most of the responsibility. A ranking 
police officer said the accidental death 
of an elderly Chinese by police gunfire 
also could be to blame. 


Three persons were killed in a resur- 


gence of fighting Friday night — a 
young woman caught in a crossfire, a 
young Chinese and a Chinese disaster 
relief worker. The government said 
earlier in the day that 25 persons had 
died in the fighting, and about 135 per- 
sons were reported wounded. 


Snipers entered the fray for the first 


time on Friday, trading shots with po- 
lice from the upper windows of dark- 
ened Chinatown. Authorities said police 
foiled an attempt to firebomb the Plab- 
plachai police station. 


The violence began Thursday night 


when a taxi driver, taken to the Plab- 
plachai station for a parking violation, 
claimed he had been beaten by the po- 
lice. Chinese youths quickly went on a 
rampage and surrounded the station, 
and police gunfire killed seven mem- 
bers of the crowd. The ranking police 
official said the elderly Chinese was 
killed early in the rioting as he tried to 
find 
his daughter in the turbulent 


streets. 


In the next two days bands of rioters 


— some wielding iron bars, homemade 
gasoline bombs and stolen rifles — co- 
mandeered buses, set automobiles on 
fire and exchanged shots with police 
and crack border police who had been 
called into the city. 


Postal unit 
saves millions 
for Americans 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Every day in 


post offices across the nation, letters 
are being stamped: "Return to sender. 
Order issued against addressee for vio- 
lation of false representation law." 


It's all part of a little-known con- 


sumer protection program which the 
Postal Service estimates saves Ameri- 
cans more than $100 million annually. 


Since 1972, the agency has issued 


more than 200 mail-stop orders against 
firms found guilty of false representa- 
tion in advertising. The action often 
puts them out of business. 


The ads, most often placed in tabloid 


newspapers and he-man magazines, 
appeal to members of both sexes yearn- 
ing for youth, beauty, health, virility or 
success. 


The cases often involve sex stimu- 


lants, bustline increasers, -weight loss 
and weight gain schemes, land sales, 
beauty products, vitamins, phon*y 
schools and hair-growing potions. 


"It's just amazing what you can sell 


through the mails," says a senior 
Postal Service official. "Peqple will 
buy almost anything." 


Until a few years ago, the Postal 


Service had to prove intent to get a 
fraud conviction. Now it only has to es- 
tablish that the advertising for a prod- 
uct was false to get a stop-mail order 
and accomplish the same end. 


The ad can be in newspapers, maga- 


zines, radio or television, just as long 
as it seeks to have the money sent 
through the mails. 


World crisis agency 
considered: Britisher 


LONDON (AP) - 
British Foreign 


Minister James Callaghan«says the ma- 
jor world powers are considering set- 
ting up a new international agency as a 
way of meeting global energy 
and 


money crises. 


He said the agency would bring to- 


gether oil producers, consumers and 
needy nations to coordinate action on 
unprecedented 
problems 
of supply, 


prices and payments. 


Callaghan, in an exclusive interview 


Friday, also called for a strengthening 
of the international treaty to stop the 
spread of nuclear weapons. 


The foreign minister said he and 


other British leaders will discuss all 
these topics with Henry A. Kissinger on 
Monday when the American secretary 
of state arrives in London for a day of 
talks. 


At a conference of energy-consuming 


nations in Washington last April, Kiss- 
inger declared that cooperation and not 
confrontation must mark the relation- 
ship between oil producers and con- 
sumers. 


Callaghan said the Arab states, by 


controlling the price and flow of oil, 
have brought a "new factor" into inter- 
national economics. 


"There has to be an institution in 


which the Arab producers have confi- 
dence and in which the Western indus- 
trialized countries do not appear to 
have a predominating position," he 
said. 


Callaghan, however, stressed that the 


new international agency was still in 
the thinking stage. 


Turning to the nuclear problem, the 


foreign minister said new nuclear ex- 
plosions have made it all the more ur- 
gent to strengthen the 1968 nuclear 
non-proliferation treaty. 


India recently became the world's 


sixth nuclear power after the United 
States, the Soviet Union, Britain, 
France and China. Several other coun- 
tries, 
including Argentina, Sweden, 


Switzerland, Israel and Japan are be- 


lieved capable of producing nuclear 
weapons. 


Callaghan said the big powers should 


share the benefits of peaceful nuclear 
technology with non-nuclear nations, 
since denying them help in this field 
"might just encourage them to go on" 
alone. 


He said he hoped to discuss with 


Kissinger "not only how to revive but 
also to give fresh life" to the non-proli- 
feration treaty. The pact, negotiated by 
the United States, the Soviet Union and 
Britain to check the spread of nuclear 
weapons, is due for revision next 
March. 
Ugandan leaders 
irate over scenes 
in French film 


PARIS (AP) — President Idi Amin ot 


Uganda has lodged a formal protest 
with France over a film that suggests 
his government ordered the death of 
thousands of citizens, according to au- 
thoritative sources. 


The French-made documentary also 


shows the strongman president coaxing 
a crocodile to splash into the Nile, 
clapping in an effort to startle an ele- 
phant and delivering long monologues 
on his philosophy and policy. 


The over-all effect of the film is chill- 


ing: In one scene Amin orders his as- 
sembled cabinet to "make the people 
love their leader" and the ministers re- 
main transfixed, not uttering a word. 


The documentary, "General Idi Amin 


Dada," has been playing to packed 
houses in Paris for more than two 
months. The sources said Friday that 
Amin objected above all to the sugges- 
tion that he ordered the deaths of the 
citizens, and said Arnin threatened to 
take "drastic measures" unless the of- 
fending passages are cut.

The lifter fax 


THE Poet-Crescent 


Again the state division of highways brings us the dis- 


tasteful news that the cost of retrieving litter that is 
dumped by the tons along the state trunk highways contin- 
ues to rise. Last year the expense rose to $1,045,000, in spite 
of a constant campaign of publicity by the agency's ener- 
getic public information service that is intended to deter 
what is obviously a growing army of slovenly and indiffer- 
ent highway users. 


In a period of public expenditures that are rising so rap- 


idly in every direction that the taxpayer has perhaps tend- 
ed to become oblivious, such a sum may convey more 
meaning if interpreted in highway tax terms or alternative 
public service expenditures. The litter retrieval budget is 
the equivalent of the state motor fuel tax paid last year on 
more than 14,000,000 gallons of gasoline. It would have pro- 
vided the financing for any one of scores of exigently 
pressed highway and bridge improvement projects that the 
highway division has now put into limbo because it cannot 
finance them. 


Deliberate littering of the road-sides is a legal offense, 


punishable by a substantial fine. 


Citizens concerned about the beauty of the natural land- 


scape, not to mention prudent use of their growing tax con- 
tributions, undoubtedly would be interested in an account- 
ing of the arrests and fines recorded for roadside littering 
last year. We suggest it to Chairman Huber of the highway 
administration as a constructive item of news. 


TV advertising for children 


The chairman of the Federal Trade Commission, Lewis 


A. Engman, told a convention of the American Advertising 
Federation that "the inclusion of premium offers in chil- 
dren's television advertising has no place in American 
marketing and—as I read the law—is a violation of the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission Act." 


There has been considerable criticism of the amount and 


the kinds of ads on television programs for children, espe- 
cially during the Saturday morning cartoon 
marathons. 


The number of ads and the time allotted to them has been 
cut by the National Association of Broadcasters from 16 to 
12 minutes per hour on Saturday and Sunday mornings. 
The code does not apply to other children's program seg- 
ments. Parents also complain that they are plagued by 
their offspring to buy this or that product depending not 
only upon the alleged virtues of the product advertised but 
upon some gimmick attached. Cereals are the most com- 
monly pushed. Many are so similar that their variety of box 
top offering or enclosed toy probably does make a differ- 
ence in sales. 


Such premiums didn't originate with television. At least 


forty years ago a chewing gum company had an elaborate 
list of Indian-associated prizes ranging from one-feather 
headdresses to skin tom-toms in exchange for up to thou- 
sands of gum wrappers. Over the years there have been 
baseball and football player cards, toy autos and planes 
and "autographed" pictures of various personalities to en- 
courage purchases. 


However, television's impact upon children is more wide- 


spread and perhaps greater than any other single medium. 
It is estimated that at least 4l/2 million youngsters watch 
Saturday morning TV and the tube has become a babysitter 
in many homes. Authorities differ upon the influence that 
television, even the largely wholesome, unviolent kind, has 
upon children. But the inability of many young children to 
distinguish between the real and the fancied makes adver- 
tising to children more delicate. Do TV-conditioned young- 
sters come to write off a considerable amount of the adver- 
tising claims and suggestions as perhaps their parents do? 
Or are they more likely to believe as gospel truth every- 
thing they hear on television since it comes from adults? 


Engman also listed three other areas which he said were 


not sufficiently controlled on television advertising for chil- 
dren. They were promoting vitamins and over-the-counter 
drugs for children, advertising dangerous toys and other 
products, and not providing audio as well as video dis- 
claimers for youngsters not old enough to read. The first is 
particularly reprehensible and probably helps to perpetu- 
ate the American "drug culture" which is not in any way 
limited to illegal products such as marijuana and heroin. 


Television advertising aimed at children really has no 


place at all. In the long run it is also likely to damage fur- 
ther the credibility of all advertising. 


ackground on the Revolution 


One of the factors that contributed to the success of the 


American Revolution was the antagonism that developed 
between the British in this country and the colonials. 


Of course the colonials were largely British, too,- and con- 


sidered themselves, until the upheaval came, as subjects of 
the King. But they were increasingly different both from 
the officials sent to govern by His Majesty's Government 
and the military, officers and ranks, of British troops. 


In a new and comprehensive book, Arms For Empire: A 


Military History of the British Colonies in North America, 
author Douglas Leach points out differences in approach 
between the British and French colonizers. The French fra- 
ternized with the Indians. The British, generally, did not. 
One British official explained with scorn that the French 
"live and marry among them, in short are as one people 
which . . . is not commendable but gains their affection." 
The British treated the Indians as they did "native" people 
around the world, as something other than equals. 


The struggle for North America 
was lost in Europe, not 


in the new world. Decisions in Paris, rather than Quebec, 
determined the gradual withdrawal of the French. More 
than that, the British colonials came to live, not just to har- 
vest the fur trade. They didn't fraternize with the Indians 
but they did want to assimilate their lands. 


But Leach suggests that this British contempt for the In- 


dians carried over to the colonials — and was reciprocated. 
Unkempt colonial troops were labeled a rag-tag army by 
the spiffy regulars who kept their equipment shining. Poli- 
ticians and farmers had a deep suspicion of each other and 
colonial merchants made British troops pay inflated prices 
for their arrogance. 


The antagonism didn't bring on the revolution. Economic 


matters translated into the vision of independence and 
England's bone-headed way of handling the differences 
over many years did that. But revolutions need a certain 
amount of rabble rousing. The antagonism between colo- 
nials and the British put the rabble in the right mood when 
the rousing time came.

No primary competition in state this fall 


MADISON — This state is apparently headed 


for one of the least exciting, perhaps even de- 
sultory, primary elections in modern times 
with respect to statewide nominations of the po- 
litical parties. 


Republicans appear likely to nominate their 


convention-endorsed statewide slate with no 
serious competition for any of the organization- 
favored aspirants for the six state positions, 
whatever that may mean. 


An interpretation that is perhaps more com- 


mon than any other is that there are no am- 
bitious persons of Republican persuasion who 
feel that challenges of the members of the vol- 
untary party slate are worth the effort in this 
season of general pessimism about the outlook 
for the Grand Old Party as so consistently sug- 
gested by the polls. 


But the Democratic primary election compe- 


tition is also and strikingly limited. 


The only truly significant contest for a Demo- 


cratic nomination is among four candidates for 
attorney general, which is the only desirable or 
important place to be filled in November that is 
not already occupied by a Democrat with a 
track record impressive enough to discourage 
an intra-party contest. 


The primary election law was hailed as one of 


the great avenues for reform and the guarantee 
of popular government when Wisconsin was 


one of the early states to submit nominations to 
the ballot to replace the old system of conven- 
tion and caucus selection. 


But somehow the dreams of those persistent 


reformers of long ago have never truly been at- 
tained. Popular participation in the open nomi- 
nation, through the ballot box, has never been 
accepted by the people — if the test of their 
participation is accepted as valid. 


Four years ago under 500,000 ballots were 


counted statewide in the primary election for 
governor, or slightly more than a third of the 
men and women who recorded themselves in 
the final election, who in turn composed per- 
haps 60 per cent of the potentially eligible 
electorate. 


In that year there was a lively contest for the 


Democratic nomination for governor and in 
many of the congressional and legislative dis- 
tricts, and in the competition for nominations 
to county office, there were more state contests 
because of the gradually growing strength of 
the Democrats as challengers. 


The conclusion appears to be clear enough. 


Despite the hallowed memory of the reform era 
in this state at the turn of the century for which 
the open nomination idea was a kind of battle 
flag, the majority of the eligible citizens of 
Wisconsin are indifferent to the idea of the pri- 
mary. 


Parenthetically, in his new one volume his- 


tory of Wisconsin, Prof. Robert Nesbit of the 
University of Wisconsin pointedly refutes the 
common assumption that the political literacy 
level in this state, as tested by electoral partici- 
pation, is superior. Many other states, includ- 
ing some Wisconsin opinion tends to hold in ill 
repute, have superior electoral responsiveness. 


The right to elect is obviously diminished 


when the right to nominate is ignored. 


A typical complaint, when voters who ignore 


primary elections are questioned about rea- 
sons, expressed resentment to the rule that the 
voter must confine his choices to a single party 
ballot. It was one of the standard gripes of the 
labor organizations in past years when they 
chose to use their influence in both parties. It 
can be predicted as a certainty that a bill to 
permit such a "shopping list" ballot will be of- 
fered again. 


The rationale of the law requiring the voter 


to choose a party ballot on primary election day 
ought to be evident, but it has escaped many 
otherwise reasonable and informed persons. 
Deciding nominations for partisan tickets is a 
partisan function. That is the reason why many 
primary election states require voters to be 
registered by party preference. 


Permitting votes on both party ballots would 


seriously weaken the idea of party and partisan 
responsibility.

Canadian election may 
decide three careers

National elections being held in Can- 


ada July 8 may decide the futures of 
three of the nation's top political fig- 
ures. 


For Prime Minister Pierre Elliott 


Trudeau, 54, whose minority Liberal 
government fell in May, the election 
tests anew both his personal popularity 
which declined sharply in the last cam- 
paign in 1972 from the heights of 1968. 


Conservative leader Robert L. 


Stanfield, 60, risks his political for- 
tunes in his third bid to oust a Liberal 
government. He would be expected to 
step down as leader of his party if they 
fare badly in the balloting. 


David Lewis, 65, whose New Demo- 


crats precipitated the election needs 
more seats to continue moving his 
party down the long road to becoming 
an alternative to the two major parties. 
He too is being pressed by younger 
back benchers in parliament. 


There have been persistent rumors 


that Trudeau has been thinking for 
some time of quitting politics to be- 
come a university president or a 
writer. The results of the July 8 ballot 
may provide the answer. 


Inflation which brought down 


Trudeau's government in May has been 
the key issue during the campaign. 
Rising prices for food, clothing, shelter 
and energy have had an effect on the 
13.3 million voters eligible to cast 
votes. 


When Trudeau's government intro- 


duced its $23.95 billion budget in May, 
the New Democrats said it had failed to 
cope with inflation running at a rate of 
10.4 per cent a year. The NDP then 
withdrew its balance-of-power support 
from Trudeau. 


Other issues during the campaign 


have been Canada's difficulty of pro- 
viding a balance between the nation's 
English and French-speaking popu- 
lations, a feeling in the western prov- 
inces that Trudeau's Liberal party has 
acted in favor of industrial Ontario and 
the feeling in the eastern Maritime 
provinces and rural Quebec that they 
have not enjoyed a fair share of Can- 
ada's development surge. 


During 1972, some aides thought that 


Trudeau had lost the verve displayed 
during first years in office. But in re- 


cent weeks he recaptured some of his 
old flair. His quick and clever retorts 
to hecklers seemed to win over a num- 
ber of audiences.

Gerald Ford is one of those strange, 


strange men about whom it can be said 
with some conviction that he appears to 
have nothing to hide. Let's put it this 
way, to dispose of the cynics: sure, he 
probably would like to be president. 
But so would Prince Charles probably 
like to be king, which doesn't mean 
that he would slip a little ratsbane into 
his mother's soup, the way some of his 
ancestors did. 


It is not reasonable to suppose that 


when Dwight Eisenhower was struck 
down in Denver, in 1955, that it should 
have failed to cross the mind of Rich- 
ard Nixon that if the angels and the 
saints desired to summon the com- 
pliant spirit of their servant, Dwight 
David, there and then, he Richard, ac- 
cepting destiny, would take up the 
duties of the President with fortitude. 
By the same token, Gerald Ford, if 
something were to happen to Richard 
Nixon, would unquestionably undertake 
to do his duty with resignation, and a 
little furtive exhilaration. 


But meanwhile, he is acting as duti- 


fully as the Prince of Wales, who when 
he sings "Long Live the Queen," does 
so with that facial commitment that 
would defy the most inquisitive lens 
ever invented. The question is — is he 
overdoing it? That is to say, does the 
pull of Ford's attachment to the indi- 
vidual cause of Richard Nixon blind 
him to some of the political problems 
with which he and Nixon are inextri- 
cably attached? 


Consider this question, put to the 


Vice President last week. Suppose (I 
said) that it became clear that the 
House was going to vote to impeach the 
President. Would it not then make 
sense for President Nixon to ask the 
House Republicans to go along with the 
majority? His motives would be quite 
frankly political, but in the best sense. 


Mr. Nixon is not obliged to do his 


best to make it hard for Republican 
Congressmen to be re-elected. If, it 
having been made clear by the vote of 
the Judiciary Committee and by the 
private poll-taking, the majority of the 
House was going to vote to impeach, 
the President could with considerable 
dignity insist that the principal point to 
be transacted by the Senate had to do 


with presidential authority, and that 
since the House was already deter- 
mined to send the question on over to 
the Senate, it may as well do so unani- 
mously. This would have the effect of 
permitting individual Republican con- 
gressmen to face their constituencies 
and satisfy both camps: those in favor 
of impeachment, and those opposed. 


Mr. Ford takes the position that indi- 


vidual Congressmen should make up 
their own minds on the subject — that 
indeed they are committed to do so by 
their oaths of office. In fact, it is not 
that clear. Because if the Richard 
Nixon case goes over to the Senate with 
the attention focused primarily on his 
refusal to give up the tapes to the Judi- 
ciary Committee, you will have here 
something of a clean constitutional 
question: as you did in the case of An- 
drew Johnson. And a Congressman is 
entitled to take the position that he has 
no transcendent right to consult only 
his own passions and convictions in 
settling the issue: that the issue is bet- 
ter settled decisively — like the issue of 
Presidential authority over federal ap- 
pointments which was settled in the 
Johnson case and subsequently cor- 
roborated by the Supreme Court — in 
the Senate chamber. 


Mr. Ford could not sympathize with 


this line of reasoning, and one suspects 
that he is unwittingly influenced by the 
suspicion that even to speak contin- 
gently about impeachment by the 
House might blur in the public mind as 
advocating impeachment. All of which 
is very honorable, except that mean- 
while fifty or a hundred Republican 
Congressmen might lose their seats on 
account of it. 


Mr. Ford is a truly amiable man, of 


intelligence and loyalty, so that it 
proved impossible to get him to talk 
about whether, if he became President, 
he might find it statesmanlike to grant 
amnesty to the Watergate Ten Thou- 
sand. Once again, it is a little like ask- 
ing Prince Charles to say what he 
would do if he were king. Which means 
that all conversations with Gerald 
Ford, perforce, tell us something about 
him, and not very much about public 
policy in any Administration headed bv 
him.

WASHINGTON -The explosive fury 


of volcanoes may someday be funneled 
and tamed until it ends in a glowing 
light bulb. 


At a recent meeting in Hawaii, 


Japanese and United States experts 
discussed the internal structure of vol- 
canoes, how to estimate and measure 
the amount of energy available in them, 
safe methods of tapping that energy' 
and how to convert the heat from vol- 
canoes to electricity. 


Earth yields power 


"In the last few decades," said an 


American spokesman, "geo-thermal 
power production has come into exis- 
tence in scattered parts of the world. 
These areas are at present only a few in 
number and are places that have been 
favored with the most convenient 
geological formations. 


"On the other hand, there are 


hundreds of active and dormant vol- 
canoes in the world which simply dis- 
sipate energy. We hope to focus on this 
vast untapped source of energy, to 
collate present 
information on vol- 


canoes, and to exchange ideas for ul- 
timate utilization of volcanic energy." 


One of the hottest areas in the world 


was resting at the scientists' doorstep, 
the National Geographic Society says' 
With the Pacific Ocean floor as a con- 
veyor belt, a mid-ocean blast furnace 
has been turning out volcanoes for at 
least 70 million years, including the 
remarkable chain of the Hawaiian 
archipelago. 


Geologists believe that a huge column 


of upwelling lava known as a "plume," 
lies at a fixed position under the 


Pacific. As the ocean floor moves over 
the hot spot at about five inches a year 
the upwelling creates a steady succes- 
sion of new volcanoes that in turn 
migrate with the plate. 


Tapping such enormous energy is nor 


a new idea. Harnessing volcanoes for 
machine-age industry got its start in 
Italy. The idea stemmed from a com- 
mercial venture begun more than a 
century ago by an emigre Frenchman, 
the Count de Larderel.

Connors faces 
'legend' for title 


WIMBLEDON, England (AP) - His- 


tory had a rare chance to repeat itself 
here today at staid old Wimbledon, and 
this time Ken Rosewall could finally 
win the big one which has always 
eluded his brilliant reach. 


America's young Jimmy Connors, 


who faced Rosewall for the men's sin- 
gles title in the All-England Champion- 
ships, said of his opponent: "How do 
you beat a legend?" 


Rosewall, 40 years old in November 


but still carrying only 142 pounds on 
his lithe 5-foot-7 frame, is the only bar- 
rier standing in the way of a unique 
double for America's 
tennis sweet- 


hearts, the 21-year-old Connors and his 
"fiancee, Chris Evert, 19. 


Miss Evert won the women's singles 


-title Friday, eliminating Olga Moro- 
zova, the first Russian to reach a 
women's final here, 6-0, 6-4. Connors, 
who will marry Miss Evert in Novem- 
ber, was seeded No. 3 in the men's sin- 
gles. He was favored to beat the ninth- 
seeded Rosewall today for the cham- 
pionship. 


But it was a formidable task. Rose- 


wall, who was playing tennis here the 
year Connors was born, has upset top- 
ranked John Newcombe of Australia 
and fourth-seeded Stan Smith of the 
United States m his bid to win the only 
major tennis title he has never won. 
The crowd was expected to be cheering 
loudly for Rosewall. 


If any man can appreciate Connors' 


problem, it is Rosewall. 


Twenty years ago, Rosewall, only 19, 


'faced veteran Jaroslav Drobny, then 
33, in the 1954 Wimbledon final. It was 
a setting much like today's. 


The spectators figured Rosewall still 


had plenty of time to win at Wimble- 
don, and they made Drobny their favor- 
ite. He won in four sets. 


But despite one of the greatest back- 


hands in the game, and appearances in 
two other finals here, Rosewall never 
has won at Wimbledon. Lew Hoad beat 
him in the 1956 finals and Newcombe 
took him in five sets in the 1970 final. 


This time against Connors, Rosewall 


will be in the Drobny role with every 
middle-aged man pulling for him. "I'd 
like to be 33," Rosewall said. 


Rosewall had played Connors only 


once before, in Los Angeles two years 
ago on a hard court, and he beat him 
badly. Conditions were different then. 
As Connors' manager, 
Bill Riordan 


says, "That was before Jimmy got 
good.'' 


Reminded of his center-court jinx in 


Wimbledon finals, Rosewall said, "I 


take everything cool, calo and col- 
lected. 


"Jimmy is certainly a much differ- 


ent player, a much tougher competitor 
now. His record shows that. But I think 
I'll have a good chance," Rosewall 
added. 


The Australian qualified for the fi- 


nals with one of the greatest com- 
beacks here in years. He lost the first 
two sets to Stan Smith of Sea Pines, 
S.C., and was behind 5-3 in the third 
set, but rebounded and won 6-8, 4-6, 9-8, 
6-1 6-3. Smith and Connors share the 
No. 1 ranking in the United States, and 
Smith recently beat Connors on grass 
at Nottingham, England. 


Of the two, Smith could be the 


tougher at the moment and Rosewall 
past him.

Cheating with diabetes 
only leads to misery 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: My mother 


reads your column every day. I hope 
you can help her. 


She is 45 and had major surgery and 


they found she has diabetes. They put 
her on two kinds of insulin, regular and 
U-80N.P.H. 


Now she thinks she can eat anything 


because she takes insulin. She has 
gained 20 pounds, eats pie, cake, 
candy. She drinks an average of 12 bot- 
tles of unsweetened soda a day, one 
quart of milk, one quart of grapefruit 
juice and two gallons of water. 


She can't see half the time and she 


has itching in the genital region. What 
will happen to her if she continues this 
way? 


She has your booklet on "Diabetes, 


The Sneaky Disease." She won't go to 
the doctor for her checkup because she 
has gained so much weight. 


Please explain her future as she 


reads your articles every day. We love 
her and want her to live. — Mrs. 
A.F.P. 


Explain her future? What future? 


The way she's behaving, she hasn't 
much future, and what there is will be 
laden with misery. 


She's an extreme example of the type 


of person who won't admit the facts of 
diabetes. Why this applies particularly 
to diabetes, I don't know. 


Taking insulin doesn't mean she can 


eat all she wants. It is absolutely vital 
that she consume no sugar as in confec- 
tions, and keep her calorie intake 
down. The insulin can counterbalance 
only so much sugar. 


Her gain in weight, that enormous 


thirst and her genital itching are clas- 
sic and unmistakable signs that her di- 
abetes is raging out of Control — be- 
cause she eats too much. 


The trouble with her eyes most likely 


indicates that the disease is damaging 
her eyes — because diabetes, uncon- 
trolled, does that. She must start stick- 
ing to a sane diet and perhaps she can 
save her eyes. 


You say she has my booklet on diabe- 


tes. Apparently she hasn't read it — or 
if she did, she is utterly ignoring it. 
Have you considered reading it to her? 
It might help, if she'll listen. 


As to whether I can help her, nobody 


can help her until she pays some atten- 
tion to the plain facts. 


She won't go to the doctor; I think 


perhaps you'd better make an appoint- 
ment for her, then take her to the doc-- 


tor. He will, of course, give her a stiff 
lecture and beg her to stop doing this 
to herself, and maybe that will have 
enough impact so she will start saving 
herself. He should be told about her 
careless ways. 


Diabetes, when out of control, is a 


terrible disease, and blindness and 
itching are only the start of more 
vicious miseries. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: Is circumcision 


at adult age a complicated operation? 1 
am 29 and would like to have it done for 
hygienic reasons. Whom should I con- 
sult? - H.C. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: Can circum- 


cision be done in a doctor's office? — 
R.H. 


It can be done at any age. Consult ei- 


ther a general surgeon or a urologist. It 
is not a complicated procedure but it 
takes a week to 10 days to heal. 
Whether it is done in the office or hos- 
pital would be at the discretion of the 
surgeon. 


WASHINGTON-Sixth District Rep. 


William A. Steiger (R-Oshkosh) has 
sent a letter to President Richard 
Nixon asking for immediate action "To 
give the American diaryman a reason 
for staying in business, a reason to be- 
lieve in the future marketability of his 
product."

"If the 
price of milk does hit the $6.57 level, 
the administration must immediately 
purchase 
secondary 
dairy products 


such as butter, nonfat dry milk and 
Cheddar cheese, as mandated by law. 


"Only by such action will we prevent 


the bottom from falling out of the Class 
I milk market." 


Steiger cited the decline over the past 


few months in the price farmers re- 
ceive for their milk as the reason ac- 
tion is needed now. 


The price per hundredweight of milk 


dropped to $6.93 at the end of May, af- 


ter being $8.15 in March and $7.73 in 
April. 


"We simply can't keep subjecting 


our farmers, and especially our dairy- 
men, to such low prospects for making 
a liveable wage and at the same time 
expect to keep America self-sufficient 
in the production of key protein fuods- 
tuffs," Steiger said in his letter to the 
president.

Aid. Robert Storey Wednesday night 


forecast that an "acceleration of city 
costs" could have a "dire effect" on 
the future tax rates. 


His word of caution came as the pub- 


lic works committee was asking the 
council to consider hiring another full- 
time engineer to eliminate costly out- 
side services and expensive construc- 
tion delays. 


Storey cited requests from the health 


and social services committee for 
$9,000 next year to cover the training 
costs of firemen to emergency medical 
technician status; $8,000 to cover a spe- 
cial sewer cost-effectiveness analysis; 
$4,300 to cover the city's share of a rail- 
road relocation study as indications 
that "there's an acceleration of city 
spending that's already accelerated." 


Aid. Robert Troyer pointed out that 


the extra engineer was needed for the 
city plans to follow the published capi- 
tal expenditure program. "If we want 
to follow the construction which is out- 
lined there, the only way is to beef up 
the engineering staff." 


The EMT status for ambulance driv- 


ers is part of state legislation which re- 
quires an additional 80 hours of train- 
ing. The $9,000 would pay to train 15 
members of the fire department. 


Aid. Erich Hintz brought the request 


to the council "just to make sure you're 
aware that's its one of the things which 
should not be cut from next year's 
budget." 


Paying the $8,000 maximum to Do- 


nahue and Associates, the city's consul- 
tant engineer from Sheboygan, is a 
"calculated gamble to get $250,000 in 
state aid," according to Aid.

Troyer insisted 
that there was 


enough money in the public works fund 
to pay the cost, while Ellis argued that 
the money should come from funds oth- 
erwise not appropriated. He charged 
that Troyer's suggestion was another 
attempt "by the first ward alderman to 
get his oar into the issue." 


The debate, which later also involved 


Storey, led to the suggestion that all 
money which is not spent be immedi- 
ately transferred to the general fund: 
Storey suggested, "this is the only way 
that we can keep a tight reign on the 
budget." 


The ninth ward alderman also cited 


the current city indebtedness which 
stands at 74.2 per cent of the allowable 
limit.

Breezewood Lane including extending 
laterals prior to reconstruction of the 
street. A Bergstrom Paper Co. letter, 
which protested being charged an area 
assessment for land, will be turned 
over to the state for the proposed U.S. 
41 Breezewood Lane interchange. The 
company also protested special assess- 
ment for re-enforcing already installed 
sewers to handle the extra weight of 
the construction.
